Awful Experience of Welsh Uiners. 



The Troeayiliiw Colliery, Pouty- 
Pridd, Wfxa llootled on tho 11th of April 
by one of thoao accideuta which, whe- 
ther proveutablo or not, iiover are 
proveutcd; aud till inen aUiiiii tho 
faoulty Sir Arthur Helps implored for 
themr-the faculty of seeing live miu- 
utes forward — never will be, aud tho 
men of course fled for their lives. Four 
of them got into a recess, saw tho 
water rise ou them, prayed Welsh 
fashion with tho fervent faith now only 
granted to Catholics and Calvinists, 
aaw the water stop— resisted by tho 
■comprossed air— and wore dug out, 
after an explosion caused by the very 
digging, three of them still alive. Five 
more l ushed into a "stall," or long 
narrow cul-do-sac, hoping to be out of 
the way of water, and were there im- 
prisoned by the rushing fluid which 
would have drowned all, but that it 
was stopped by tho resistance of the 
compressed air. Tho "stall" having 
no end, there is, of course, a point m 
it at which the air, driven furiously in 
by the water filling up the whole en- 
txanpe, must either find an ,atlet, or 
burafi in its bonds, exploding the su- 
perincumbeut weight, or must remain, 
no farther compressible by the water, 
as solid a barrier as a, mass of India 
rabber.would be. „ 

The water under such oiroumstnnces 
is arrested as if congealed, arrested in 
a wall, and the men were imprisoned 
in a low chamber of uncertain length 
for wo do not know at what point the 
elements, linding their strength equal, 
"ceased contending" — according to 
Soutbey's fiiie simile— with coal roof, for 
coal for floor, coal for walls on three 
sides, and for tho fourth wall water, 
yielding to the touch—lit to drink, or 
tho men would have died in sixty hours 
yet as impassable as stone. The mere- 
existence of that fourth wall, its soft- 
ness and penetrability and impenetra- 
bility, tho special form of death it must 
Lave been perpetually sug^'esting— for 
who could realize that it would stay 
there heaped up like tho wall of the 
lied Sea?— the possil)ility of its disap- 
pearance if tho pumps could finally 
conquer, yet the certainty to experien- 
ced miners that it would not disappear 
iu limu.mapthiivobeDn to thow cuuiined 
by it an aggravation of horror, ovun in 
a scene in which all horrors seem to 
have been concentrated. 

Nothing is worse thtvn suspense, and 
these men bad to endure suspense as 
of men waiting for tlie gnllows, certain 
that their sentence would not bo re- 
mitted, yot aware that a mob was 
lighting against law in order that they 
might bo freed. One agony— darkness- 
might have been spared thorn. They 
had three er four pounds of candleg 
with them, and might have had light, 
but they felt tlio horror of hunger to 
be greater than tho horror of darkness, 
—arid ate the candles up. In any event, 
howover.thoir situation, 'buried a sixth 
of a mile below tho surface, with 
drowning fin immediate prospect, in a 
blnck cavern full of fetid air, pressing 
on thorn aa it pre^'^is on divers, with 
nothing but caudles to eat for si week, 
and with hope wearing out day after 
day, was as ghastly as any Dante over 
imagined to bo tho lot of criminal, or 
blasphemer, or false Pope. Tho men 
. were all eventually rescued alive.— 
"London Spectator "

For some reason or other as titterly in- 
oomprehensible to onrselvos as it muHtbo 
to our readers Mr. Wulkem's organ hna 
seou fit, from tbo timo ot tho nceoptauco 
of offlco by Mr. Davio down to the present 
motneut, to mix up and assoeiato Mr. 
Barnard's name with tho election at Cari- 
boo. For Bomo reason or other Mr. Bar- 
nard hft^ been held up to tlie oxeoration 
of tho electors of Cariboo as a sort of 
w htte notr.

attributed to Mr. Barnard. The Cariboo 
line of telegraph has been prostrated for 
a week paat, and this, nlao, has been 
charged io Mr. Barnard's long account of 
political sins. Mr. Byrne of Cariboo 
essays to oolleot a mortgage from a debtor

deed, if the whole Oadboo country was

We think we are safe 
in ijnyiuf? that since Mr. Elliott has como 
into power uo oud, ha\s'Gve:' m.ilignaot an 
opponent ho ma^- bo, can l.iy aiiy .such 
charge at his door, or at tlio door of his 
Goveriimouc, But how is it with Mr, 
Walkem, who evidently is the writer of the 
article under review V Does Mr. Wajkc m 
romenabor tho day of the arrival of Mr. 
Edgar in this Province, wlion he( Walkem) 
occupied the office of Attorney-Ooiieral V 
Does he remember writing a letter to u 
gentleman in this city who owed him a 
large hum of uione^', requiring that tho 
sum should be paid on the followiug day'? 
Does he remember a visit paid to him by 
that geutlomau at tho olHco above-named, 
wheii the debtor pleaded tho impossibility 
of mooting so largo it payment on so short 
a notice; and in course of tho convor.sation 
which followed doc a ho remember tbo 
debtor saying, "Walkoni, has this move 
of yourH any political Bigiiilicuiioi) ? ' And 
does lio remember him.self stimding luok-

. t8il8:and bis coat buttonod tightly across 
his immense heart, wagging his uforosaid 
coat-tails and saying to the dobtor, "I 
advise you to keep out of polities ?" Does 
Mr. Walkem remember this littlo ciroum- 
stanco or does ho not ? Does ho romcm- 
lior that a gentlemim entered his oilico as 
tiio debtor departed, and does he remom- 
bur saying to tbe gentleman, "Thera goes 
a political opponent; bat I havo got my 
thumb on him; ho owes me money ai\d I 
want it?" What does Mr. Wai rom cui; 
Buoh aetiim at such a timo ? Other peo- 
ple cull it intimubilion, corruption and 
jjppresHion. l''ortuniitoiy tho dobtor could 
not bo pushed. Ho was only drawing his 
^.jir^&ijfpton. Mr. Walkem got his pay 
and'noth'ing more was heard of it. This 
may be culled tl;o prejudiced ab.sortion of a 
j)rououiioiMl political oi)))oneiit; but 
■what about the course pur.siiod 
by Mr. Walkem during last scH.siou 
wlien ho comniouced liis per.sccutiou of 
Mr. Mara in respect of the ludupendenco of 
Parliament? Mr. Mura asked that the 
matter bo pushed to an issue at onco — 
praying '.hat Walkem would not jjursuo 
tho cowardly' and coutempliblo coui'ko of 
allowing the cliargo to hang over him 
tluough the session, and eli,»raotori«ed 
tho attempt of Mr. Walktun as ono of in- 
timidation of tho worst typo. On thut oc- 
casion Mr, Mara said: 

'"Tho hon. gontloman who has brought 
this charge against mo will recollcet that 
enrly in 1H75 when ho (Walkom) bad 
groiit iiitiiu uee with thu higliobt railway 
ollicia''. in tlio rroviuco, ho told mo in 
language plain and unmistakablo that his 
(Waikem's) iniiuouco would bo used 



against me if I continued to oppo.BO Wai- 
kem's Government. (Cries of "ShaniO. ") 
Mr. Mara continued— "Did I sacrifice my 
independence to tho hon.gentlemna then? 
Let tho journals of tho Houso show. 
I am atill prepared to do my duty, not- 
withstanding the hon. gentlomith'B tbreat 
of a §15,000 suit." 

To this ohargo of flagrant corruption 
made lu open Houso Mr. Walkeia only 
repUod: "T/ie hon. ffeiilleman iscaiid.d." 
It ill bicomts Mr. Walkem through liia 
organ to attack anyone ou tbo charge of 
intimidation or corruption. A. morepoliti- 
oally corrupt man than Walkem it wonld 
be bard to find. Itis aoonstantboastof bis, 
"I'll attend to his case," "1 11 fetch him 
to tho suubbing-post," when speaking of 
a political opponent. And yet ho essnys 
to bully tho people of Cariboo on tho one 
hand and attempts to fritjhteu tlioia with 
Barnard as a bugaboo on tbo other, iu or- 
der to defeat a gontlemau who is iu a po- 
sition to advance tho intorosts of that dis- 
trict in particular.nud gold miners iu gen- 
eral.

DEFENSE CONTINUED. 

AVilliam Hoggan, cue of tLieoKl miuora, 
depo.sed tlio iJi iHoiu i- Alox. lldgg-an -naa 
Ilia l^totliuf. Uu tho J.'Uli of April 
saw ttxo sheriff ut lii;; briilhor'n liouse; 
went there witli liiiu lui l smuo .soveii bail- 
iSa; slierifl:' tried tbo front door wiiioli v/as 
ioatonej aad 8omeof tho builitls ran ronud 
to the back but conlrt not gut iu; the 
shoriir tlitm touk a paijur outof his pocket 
iiud called ia tlio uamo of tho Queen to 
David Hogg.m to open the door; David 
was standing close by and fiaiil "I'm hero, 
ljut I've got no house to open tho door of, 
1 never ^ut ouofrooi Mr. Dausmuir. The 
sheriff replied that lie didn't oare, his in- 
fltruotiona wore to olenn but that kousc; 
lie then tried to servo the warrant on 
David but David refused to take it and it 
fell to tlio ground. WimcHd picked it up 
and ealleil iiis brother a fool and Haid 
"you might have some nso for that yet." 
'Juiia wurruat had "costi $Lij " marked on 
it and witaess then told tlie shariff that 
something was wrong for the oaao 
ag'.iiost Uavid liad boon dismissed with 
out coats; aUo that tho wrong man was 
Borvod \vitli tho notice by au error in Jlr. 
jDllusuiuir's books. Tho blieritf.suid "who 
are you that has so much to say" and wit- 
jxess told him tho ahurifl' tiieu proceeded 
xo force tho door, and with throe of his 
laailiffii went in. Witness followed very 
*rlosely; his brother's wife waa the only 
jjt.son m tho room when the sheriff went 
in; the latter wauled to know why the 
<ioor hadn't l)oen opened and she replied 
JtJiat she had no right to do so aa she had 
never been uotitied to leave the house. 

.The sheriff said he oould't help that ho 
bad to clean tho house out according to 
insfcruotiona. There was only a large 
table iu tho room which Briggs took hold 
of to move out when the priiouur entered 

the room and said '"you « of a b 

let go of that table" and suatohod hold of 
ihe other end of the table 8 feet away from 

■ 3rigg«; Briggs was frightened (tor my 
brother looked very wild atid was in a 
,greatrage) and then ran outof the house, 
but was never struck; after that my bro- 
ther caught tho Sheriff by the coat and 
told him to get out of ilia house; the Sher- 
iff said "this is tho. doiirost d:iy's work 
you've ever ilone." i\Iy brother's wife I 

.jshowed the Bherill' a paper and told him 
that one of her children was iu u high 
fever lu the next room; tho Sheriff replied 
ho couldn't help that, ho had to do his 
duty; after my brother had caught hold 
of tho Hheriiniiat ollioer sliowod him a 
■warran: but not bef'OT; iiftor tlii^ the 
SheriH' left and wont up to the mine iind 
cleared out throj more cibms; ho then 
trout of his ownauiord to Alr.Duusmuir'B 
office and .stayed tliero an hour; there wa< 
nothing to hinder him from going on 
with his work of clearing out the cabins; 
after leaving prisoner ili.gg.in's house 
there was a little piisliiiig done noAi- the 
oud of the bcid.^e; Gaskiu was accidont- 
ally pushed by Fraaoia, a bailift", who 
was pushed by some one else, and 
Gaskin was prevented from getting on to 
the bridge. He did not fall, and if be 
had he would have only fallen about a 
foot, as it was jnst wlioro tho bridge 
loaves the b.uili. lie was only prevontod 
from crossing tho bridge. Ui'.nio down 
from iNuiiainio willi Mr. T. Davie on the 
(Jariboo-Fly ; Gasliin, Francis and Bolts 
(bailiffs) wero also ou boiird; saw Davie 
and Francis talking together for over 
three quarters of on hour; couldn't hear 
what was s.iid although I tried to. 

CroHs-cxaniinvd — Didn't sse Ik'igg.s 
pushed out of my brother'.-* liouso; ha was 
frightened out by uiy brothers Iooub; the 
minors did not drive the baililfii down to 
Mr. D.'s house; didn't see Hoskins all tho 
jdtj; heard no threats outside my 
Jjrother's house used by the miners; bad 
Dniae.i ■Kcni (•.■i,iled; will swear Briggs was 
iioi struck in tUu house; he was inn very 
acivroil ."tlate of mind. 

John Wilson sworn; am a morchant at 
Nauaiino; am aci^uaiiiUHl with and frioiul- 
Jy with Mr. Uunsmuir and tho pris- 
oners; witnessed the ejectments at Wel- 
lington; there was nothing that I saw 
amongst tho men and the hailiffii to war- 
rant tlio bheriir stopjiiiig work wlion ho 
finally (juit. One of tho baiiill's was 
■ooiiilod ont to inu as being a thief. A 
Ci'owd followed tho .sherilT wlimi ho (piit 
to go to Nanaiino, and 1 was undor tbj 
ipipreabion that be was going to clear out 
more houses. Phillips wns laughing and 
talking with tlio slierifT in a most friendly 
way. When I wa..; goi..^' into liio luina I 
iiaw a nuinoer of tho iMiiifls .sitting down 
amokiug their pipes; there wiu'o not more 
thau a dozen iiiL'ii between them niul the 
aheriff. They wero not altogether, and 
did not appear to be standing guard; tlioy 
were 100 yards off tho bailiffs. 

tJrosH-ex.'.niincd — Iviiowii tlio Ilo/ygans 
for a long till!''; wuh .subpimiai'd and 
could not luilp foi'iiiig as a wicie-^s. 

A. T. D. -Mol'dnn'ii (iworii, J. give no 
notice of moving tor a iinw trial in the 
Hoggau ejoctmuut cum. FifLecu cases 
were dealt ififch very rapidly at Nanaimo. 
I tried to defend them but they wero 

i Joalt with too rapidly. 

On cross iixaio iiialion f ho wilncss i;ub- 
sequontly adiiiitlcd lli it altlioii(-;h lie had 
given no formal notiuo of a now trial ho 
jutimatod to tlui Court tlmt an error h id 
^.ef)aiuaJo uud suggeatud that it bo reoti- 
fled. 

This oonoluded tUo oikse for the defonie 
.und Mr. Walkom prooeoded (oaddresii tho 



jury. The learnod counsel in opening 
asserted that the character of the High 
Sheriff was more on trial than tho prison- 
ers at tho bar. That officer had not dared 
to contradict tho bad language which it 
was alleged he hod used. If he had not 
been goiltjf; of Isap^an •eixmtdio^yroxildi 
have booh swift to swear that he had not 
used the language and thus clear his char- 
acter from infamy. After coiitrasling tho 
character of tho high sheriff with that of 
similar ofncor."? in any of the countios iu 
England lie (Mr. W.] coiumentod severe- 
ly on Mr. Harris' conduct and attributed 
the present prooecdiugti to it. Mo regret- 
ted that he had to refer to thosubjeok, but 
when the Sheriff on oath docLirod that he 
was shonkoil at laiiguago used by tho pri 
sonors, it was his duty to oiposo tho hyi)- 
ocrisy of hia Qvidonce. The (ihoriff had 
not, as was his duty.oiplaiuod that ho waa 
also a peace oflicor and was compelled to 
carry out his duty no matter what 
misery to the men might result 
therefrom. Had he done so the mi- 
ners would then have eaid "the sheriff 
is right and we must obey the orders of 
tho Court." Tho use of bad language on 
the part of the dofcndftuts could not, un- 
less accompanied by threats, outitlo tho 
Grown to a verdict. Mr. Walkem then 
affirmed that tho whole aorios of indict- 
ments could have been reduced to two of 
a general nature anB then the Court would 
have been a court of justice instead of as 
now a court of vengoanco. Ileforring to 
the warrant under which tho Kheriff had 
actcil the learnod couu.sol urguod that it 
was Mr. Dunsmuir'.s-duty, wlion ho dis- 
covered that a broach of tho law was im- 
minent, to have made suro thiit ho was in 
the i'i{,'lit by obtaining an ejectment order 
against Alex. Hoggan as well as against 
David. Mr. Duntmuir had, however, 
pretended that he did not oven know that 
Alex. Hoggan occupied ouool'his lionsos, 
After passing a tril)ule to tho nnsullied 
chnractor of tho County Court Judges ho 
(Mr. W.) criticised in cutting terms tho 
absurdity of tho manner in v/liich the law 
is administered by them booanse of their 
ignorance of professional matters, and 
stigmatised tho warrant issued iu tins in- 
stiiuco by Judge Spalding as spurious 
and abounding in false assertions. The 
learned counsel thon reviewing tho evi- 
dence given by I'rancis relative to Mr. 
T. Daiio, and passing on to tho ovidonoe 
of Gaskin oballenged it as entirely iucrod- 
ible, he having sworn one day that ho fell 
6 feet and the next day 12 feet, whereas 
tho defence distinctly proved that he did 
not fall at all but stepped oft' 12 inches. A 
plot had evidently existed between Gas- 
ktn and Francis, where it had originated 
he did not protend to pay, but tliocounsol 
for the proBccntiou know far more about 
it than ho did, and it was evident tlint 
Oaskiu had originally applied for a bribe 
to leave tho oountry, and had subsoquent- 
acted in his true cbsiritcter of a oonvict 
and pickpocket. Francis vas pvidently a 
blackguard, and his statements on oath 
must have appeared to the jury as a com 
bination of falsehoods. Briggs might 
havo been struck, but tlia jury would 
liavQ to determine wliicdi of tho prisoners 
struck tho blow. Briggs, no doubt, was 
extremely excited and somewhat frighten- 
od and it wonld be diffionlt for even him 
to decide who really hit him. As for tho 
repetition of indictments ho could only 
say it was a sj-stem of tyranny entirely 
strange to the oountry and a thing which 
li9 hoped would never occur again. Ste- 
wart, tho Nanaimo constable, who was 
proaei't and must have seen Briggs hit, if 
ho was struck at all, oould have arrested 
the offender and takon hiin before tho 
police magistrate for common ns.yiult. 
'This would have fully mot tho roijuire- 
monts of the oaso. 'Whil'itsupposing that 
the learned judge would direct tho jury 
to take the warrant as final and conclu- 
sive, he (Mr. W.) bopod tho jury would 
do so, but against David not Alexander 
Hoggau. ITie learned counsel expressed 
Burpriso that tho lattor Iiad not got oven 
more furious than hu ditl, under sacli 
groat provocation, antl had not domolish- 
ed the Hheriff. As for tho jirisoners Phil- 
lips, Thompson and AVilliams tliero was 
no evidence other than that as to ba l 
language and the jury could well judge 
what effect that would have on lilr, Har 
ris. As for Edwards and Hoskins there 
was not a tiltlo of evidouce of any de- 
scription againat them. Again asking the 
jury to coniiidor tho want of juJgii.ent 
displayod by tho Slicrift" in uii.siaking .-Vl- 
axaudur for David Hoggan, tho learned 
counsel concIi(ded by da-icribing the 
whols prooeodingsas a mockery, dudusion 
and a snare, and after pointing out tho 
illegality of the warrant bogged that tho 
jury would consider the intent of tho al- 
leged assault and iijoasuro its inadver- 
tency. 

Mr. Drake, for tho Crown, explained 
that iho Crown was tho real prosecutor in 
these cases, not Mr. Dutismuir. Tho 
learned counsel then proceeded to point 
ont that the Sheriff's conduct a fortnight 
previous had nothing to do with the issno 
which tho jury had to try. Too attack of 
Mr. Walkem on that ofiicer w;is uKJht uii 
fair, tho language alleged to liavo been 
nROcl was only used if nsod at all when ho 
was not on dut^ and it was not expected 
that every foolish word a man might let 
fall should be thrown up to him in a 
Court of Justice. Tho point tliojury had to 
dotarmino was whttlinr tho prisoners had 
obstructed the Hhorjlfin tho execution of 
his duty, lieferriug to tho allusions by 
counsel for the defence to the qualilica- 
tions of gentlemen on the Ooanty Court 
bonphes he showed the jury that that n as 
QU matter for their consideration. The de- 
cision of the Nanaimo Court might havo 
boon sot aside but it was not and this 
(.lourt now could not go behind it. T'he 
counsel for tho defoiiso hud mado an ap- 
ptiul ad miserovordiuin; but the fact of tho 
slioriff being compollod to take 11 bailiffs 
to assist him showed that resistance was 
expected on the ODe hand, whereas tho 
fact on tlio other hand of even the empty 
houses boing barricaded, and Hoggan's 
house Tory strongly so, showed that the 
miners hiid resolved to resist tho hur. 
The disorderly manner in which tho 
crowd followed tho Hliorill' about was ovi- 
denoo too of an intention to interfere and 
tho evidence of tho absolute -witnesses, 
Briggs and Betts, to the fact that they had 
boon kicked and cull'sd was worth _ more 
than tho ovidonoe of 100 men Vr'lio swore 
tlioy liiil 1. 00 tho assault. 'Tho v.'it- 
ness Adams for tho defonen admitt,-d that 
ho apiirehended a r{)W and ;i;iw Fisher 
strike young Hoskins, but what took 
place before? There could be no doubt 
thot Fisher had simply struck out in self 
dofe;ice. Homothiiig more than loud talk- 
ing lisd ttHHurudly boon u^od to scaro tho 
bailiffs and there could bo no doubt that 
threats of assaults had been made and that 
the men had b;;on provoiitod from joining 
Mr. Harris to exoouta their duty. If thin 
was not obstruotiog 1;h0 Sheriff .the learn- 
ed counsel would like to knov what was. 
The SheriiF himself had ovrorn he was un- 



able to perform his duty and he surely 
was the best judge Avhother ho could or 
not. There was no evidence that either 
Mr. Dunsmuir or Mr. Harris knew that 
Bickness prevailed in the house occupied 
by Alex.Hoggan.andif eithor of those gen • 
tlamea]had known.'6f at; ' no ;.'^ff«ct would 
have been mode to enforce the order of 
tho Court. The learned counsel thou 
quoted to ahow that tho Slioriff" was bound 
to carry out tho warrants whether ho 
wished to or not and although in tho pre- 
sent case no serious riots hail taken place, 
the circumst&nce was the small cloud in 
the distance that mob law was trying to 
raise its hand iu the Province and it was 
in consequouco of that that tho jury had 
boon summoned to try the prisouers and 
prevent tho recurreuco of anything simi- 
lar. 'Tho prisoners had benn arraigned bo- 
cause thoy had assumed tho character of 
activoringloadors,but theovidenoe against 
Hoskins was so slight thataverdict against 
him could not ho pressed for. After stat- 
ing that tho witnosaes for the prosecution 
wore entirely disinterested and that those 
for the defense had a natural sympathy 
for tho i)riaouer.s and as rioters wero all 
tarrsil with the same brush, tho learnod 
counsi?! left tlio jury to decide whether 
tho jirisoners wore all equally guilty. 

His Lordship iu charging the jury said 
he was glad there was no proof that tho 
language attributed to tho High Sheriff 
had been used. If ho had used it whilst 
executing his duty his cimduct would 
havo been most improper and reprehensi- 
ble. In cxplainiug the points of law ro- 
lativo to tho caso he showed that tlio jndg- 
m«intof tho County Court at Nanaimo, un- 
less ro versed, bad to be regarded as hnal, 
and behind it the jury oonld not go. The 
evidence as to tenancy should not there- 
fore bo taken inlo consideration; but tho 
fact should be ivmombered that tho houso 
that the SherilT li.'id outer-jd was tho only 
one belonging to?dr. Duasmnir which was 
occupied by a Hoggan. The house was 
therefore in all probability tho house the 
warrant referred to and the County Court 
had decided that David Hoggan was the 
tenant. The jury would also remember 
that tho prisoners v/ero not indicted for a 
conspiracy, and that oacl; one would bo 
found guilty or aequitt-.id according to 
his actions and idenlitioatiou. David 
Hoggan, in point of law, was tho tenant 
of the house and the Sheriff had con- 
sequently a logal riglit to enforce the war- 
rant of cjoctmont. If tho prisoners were 
found guilty and tho counsel for tho de- 
fense gave notice of arguing tho point of 
tenancy, no sentence would be passed un- 
til eoluisel had been hourd. 'i'lio icumaa 
JudKc thou iDviewed tho evidence ;)roand 
cua at f;roat length and with grcut care 
pointing out tho disorepanoies therein, 
and tolling the jury that if the evidonco 
of the Shoriir and the bailiffs should bo bo- 
lieved in proforence to that given by wit- 
UOS8C3 for the dnfouco there could bo uo 
doubt that the Sheriff had boon obstruct- 
ed. .His Lordship laid particular stress 
on tho ovidoucii of Briggs, but entirely 
ditcroditod that of Franois. lie poiutoti 
ont that tivo out of the six prisoners hud 
been identified bnt said the evidonce was 
quite iusuiDclent as against Hoskins. Tho 
ovidenco of tno Crown was positive nud 
con.socpiently carried far move weight as 
to tho alleged absiiults than tho uegativo 
evidence for tho defence; but tho verdict 
would depend upon a jioint of oredibility. 

TUK VERDICT 

Tho jury retired at G p. m. and after an 
absonco of preoisely three hours returned 
the following verdict; — 

Hoakius-- "N jt guilty." 

Phillips, Edwards, 'Thompson and Wil- 
liams—On account of tho doubts existing 
as to tho identity of thoso prisoners tho 
vordiot is "not guilty." 

Hoggan — ''Quiltj'," but with tho 
strongest post^iblo recommendation to 
mercy. 

Mr. Drake for tho Crown then stnt3d 
that iu tho remaining indictments against 
tho dofouilants a iiolU prosequi would Le 
eiitrrod. 

Mr. Walkeu) asked His Lordship if un- 
der the existing circumatanoeH ho would 
consider tho imposition of a fine in the 
case of Hogg, m, ho being a man with a 
family dependent on him. 

His Lordship s.iid tho applio.ition 
should bo ontortained, more ospooially as 
tho jury had iiaudod in such a strong re- 
commendation to morcy, and that tho 
pri-oner would be released on recogni 
/arces, to appear for sentence oa Monday 
next at noon. His Lordship also intimat- 
ed tliat thnro ijoing no further bufiiuess 
for the Kjiecial jury they would be forth- 
with disniiarged and thanked them for 
their careful and untiring attention. Pot- 
ty jurors for civil cases would not bo r.:- 
quired until Taesday next at li a.m. The 
))rosecution in the cases jnst coucludeil 
hodesjred to state appcred to liim to 
h.ave been mo~t fairly conducto-,1 ; nu do- 
sire to pin'secuto had been evinced, tlio 
prosecution only seeking justice and aim- 
ing at tho preservation of jjeace. 

'Tho Court then adjourned till Monday 
next when the prisoners found guilty 
during tho assizes will bo sentenced.

The Seattle Inlalllgencer describes the 
remarks t\nd' actions of Sutton after shoot- 
ing Howard, on last Saturday evening, as 
follows: 

Sutton turned into tho saloon, and after 
a minnto's reflection said, "I guess I will 
go in and got my 'old gal,' " and stepping 
out into n little room just at tho ond of 
tho bur, ho returned immediately with a 
breech-loading sixtoon-Bhooter rifle and a 
double barri,dl'.'d shot-gun, and taking his 
position behind the bar again, oommeno- 
od loading his rifle. He had ]ust finished 
loading lior when he noticed Major Van 
Bokkelen, ox-slioriff of tho county, who 
had come into tho haloon and taiiou a 
position near tho door, Sutton straight- 
ened up, and eyeing him fiercely, said, 
"What, Van Bokkelen, you hero, d — u 
you; I have a good mind to kill you. I've 
killed one of your orowd, you are another 
aud there are ton or twenty more, and I'll 
kill you all and done with it," 'The major 
made no reply, bnt quietly stepped out 
of the saloon. Sutton thon reloaded his 
pistol, placed tho pi.stol, shot-gun aud 
riflo iu position and .said, "Tho first mau 
that veulures near me I'll blow him 
through." He then commenced to eat bis 
supper. Presently a rather rough look- 
ing follow came in aud said, "Henry, for 
God's pake, leave hero; they'll have you 
suro." Sutton replied, "Not a d— d step 
will I move, and the (irst man that at- 
tempts to take mo I'll send daylight 
through. I'll stay right hero and thoy 
will never take me alive; I'll stay as long 
as Ihero is powder and ball in tho locker; 
I've killed one man and I may as well kill 
twenty or twenty-live more." 'Tho man 
finally persuaded liiin to leave, and iu 
threo-quarlcrs of an hour after tho shoot- 
ing had taken place, Sutton quietly Avalk- 
od out of tho saloon with his pistol, shot- 
gun, rifle, about $2,000 in coin iu a bag 
aud Homo other effects, saying as he. pass- 
ed the throng that had assembled en tho 
wharf, "Boys, go in and help yourselves 
(pointing to the saloon) I've no use for 
what's thero any more; I'm going away 
for a while." Not a mau ventured to raiso 
his hand against him, and Sutton and his 
frioud pii,siiod down to the boat and roAvod 
out into the harbor, where thoy overtook 
the Bteamsr Favorite, as stated yesterday.

Callas, Mollondo, Arica, 
Iquiqui, Anto, Jagasta, Tambo, Demoro, 
Pabellon, Depioa and Ho Avero visited by 
tidal wave. The destruction of Jifo and 
property was owing entirely to the fright- 
ful upheaval and ingress of the sea. Iqni* 
qni, the principal port for nitrate ship- 
ments, is left as complete a ruin now as it 
waa after tho frightful earthquake and iu- 
undation of 1868, The Caricalos mining 
diatriut in Bolivia is reported completely 
destroyed. , Shipping suffered severely. 
Tho sea in some places ia stated to bare 
risen over sixty feet. Between 600 and 
800 lives wero lost.
